The action of 
McGraw in leaving the field while his 
team was playing Brooklyn on Tues- 
day, his refusal to attend yesterday's 
game, and his interview declaring his 
disxust with the way his men per- 
formed against Brooklyn, indicate. his 
feeling over his present position. 


Tour Around World Tozether, 
M¢Graw and Comiskey are close 
kriends and have been for years. The 
owner of the White Sox always has been 
an admirer of the leader of the Giants. 
They made the trip around: the world 
together end became closer friends than 
ever. 

At the ume Larry Doyle was traded 
by McGraw it was learned that the New 
York manager had experienced difficul- 
tles with President. Hempstead of the 
Giants during the playing season. this 
year, One report was that McGraw had 
said then that he did not want to 
work for a club owner who didn't know 
baseball. Hempstead. became the head 
of the Giants after the death of John 
T. Brush and had had no previous ex- 
derte in the game. 


McGraw’s Salary $33,000, 

Just after the trip around the world 
anu while Mr. Brush still was alive, Me- 
Graw obtained a contract to manage 
the Giants at a salary of $30,000 a year. 
That contract is said to expire this fall, 
and it is thought McGraw has little 
hope of geting another, at such dure, 
from the present owner. 
Comiskey placed Clarence Rowland at 
thie head of the Sox in the spring of 
1915, also adding Eddie Collins to the 
team, and in midseason Joe kSsOon. 
The Sox were in the fight for the pen- 
nant both that season and this, but 
failed each time. Comiskey makes no 
effort to hide his d#appointment.
